Th« Chinese reports are heing dis- 


tributed far and wide in the south- 
ern provinces of alleged Chinese suc- 
cesses inv the north. 


Secret inquiry at Canton show all 


the forts have been newly armed 
with twelve-centimetre disappearing 
guns and that the garrisons are arm- 
ed with Mausers and 
Winchesters. 


The Chinese have also been trying to 
engage a foreign -electrician to lay 
mines in the bogue, or entrance to 
the Canton river. 


Dr. Marks, Li Hung Chang's physi- 


cian, informed the correspondents at 
Shanghai this morning that Li could 
not 
go north on account of the 


weather and the unsettled state of 
the country. The doctor is remov- 
ing his family from Canton, because 
he believes there may be an outbreak 
there. 


St. Petersburg papers are

ity of Great Britain in the Yang-Tse 
valley.

DESPEKATE SITUATION*

children in this legation."

SHE MAKES A NEW RECORD TO 


PLYMOUTH, 


Also Showed the Fastest Time Ever 


Made by Any Ocean Steamer— 


A Wonderful Trip. 


Plymouth, Aug. 14.—The Ham* 


burg-American line steamer Deutsch- 
land, which sailed from New York 
August S for Hamburg, arrived here 
at 8:20 this morning, making a new 
record for the eastward passage and 
the fastest time ever attained by any 
ocean steamer of five days, eleven 
hours and forty-five minutes. 
Her 


highest day's run was 552 knots, 
The Deutschland made an average 
speed of 23.3d knots during the pas- 
sage. 


SAILED LAST WEDNESDAY. 


New York, Aug. 14.—The Deutsch- 


land cleared the Sandy Hook light- 
ship at 3:35 p. m. last Wednesday, 
having been detained waiting for the 
tide to rise in order to cross the bar 
oft Sandy Hook. Following" the day 
after the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, 
which arrived at Cherbourg yester- 
day, considerable interest has been 
taken in watching for the arrival of 
the great rivals and some anxiety 
was felt for the Deutschland, which 
has been proven ungrounded, because 
of the derangement of her machinery 
by reason of its newness, on her last 
voyage, which delayed her arrival 
here till Sunday night, August 5, 
By her present performance the 
Deutschland has beaten the record- 
breaking time made on her maiden 
passage eastward in July by three 
hours and thirty-one minutes.

Indianapolis, Aug. 14.—The na- 


tional anti-imperalists, who are also

The conven- 


tion was called to order by Thomas 
M. Osborne, of Aurora, N. Y., after 
which Louis R, Enrich, of Colorado, 
as preraanent chairman delivered an 
address at length. 


MR. EHRICH'S ADDRESS. 


Mr. Ehrich said the convention 


met neither as democrats or repub- 
licans, but as independents, in the 
midst of an anxious electoral cam- 
paign, in which the principles of 
neither party gave them satisfaction* 
He said the currency issue was set- 
tled and approved the currency law 
recently passed, but declared it did 
not go far enough. 
He observed 


that unusual activity of the trusts 
always followed republican success. 


Referring to the Philippine ques- 


tion Mr, Ehrich said: 


"From the very beginning of our 


national life it has been the hopeful 
dream of the American people that 
independence and self-government 
might come to all nations." 


He quoted Washington and Jef- 


ferson as the true exponents-of na- 
tional independence, and continued: 


"Admiral Dewey won his brilliant 


victory on May 1 
The next day 


Aguinaldo arrived in Hong Kong 
and called on Consul Wildeman.

here a protection which is decisive 
as well as disinterested toward us, 
considering us endowed with suffi- 
cient civilization to govern by our- 
selves this, our unhappy land.' 


"Dewey supplied him with two 


modern, field pieces, 500 rifles and 
200,000 rounds of ammunition." 


The speaker declared that official 


correspondence already published 
proved beyond all doubt that if the 
United States had not interfered the 
insurgents would soon have totally 
extinguished all pretence of Span- 
ish sovereignty over the islands. He 
continued: 


"When congress was considering 


the proposition of independence no 
question was raised with Cubans of 
their right to be 'free and independ- 
ent' There was some question, how- 
ever, as to how we could rightly say 
that they 'are free and[ Independent/ 
The Cuban insurgents were not in 
possession of a single city. 
They 


were, as Secretary Olney described 
them in 1896, 'a nomadic associa- 
tion,' which 11 take to be a polite 
term for guerillas.

"I declare that, if need be, I shall

oppression, which will soil and cor- 
rupt the very soul ol the republic.

'everything for the people, but noth- 
ing by the people,' and the republi- 
can spirit of Lincoln, who said that 
'government of the people, by the 
people and for the people shall not 
perish from the earth.' 
Realizing 


the countless blessings which God 
has so lavishly poured on this race 
of American free men, reverently 
crossing the threshhold of the new 
century, we must not, we dare not, 
stoop to adopt a declaration of inde- 
pendence, subtracting liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness from the rights 
of man, and maintain that govern* 
ments derive their just powers from 
the consent of the governed."

GONE TO AUBURN. 


Harry D. Stone, of Albion, a mem-

Washington, Aug. 14,^The state 


department at noon today received 
a cipher cable message from Minister 
Conger, at Pekin. It was forwarded 
by the Chinese authorities to Minister 
Wu, who promptly communicated it 
by Secretary Chung toHhe state de- 
partment. Mr. Adee, the acting sec- 
retary of state, 
immediately con- 


sulted Secretary Hoot. Ho statement 
was made as to the contents of the 
message. It was conjectured to be 
a reply to the last dispatch of the 
state department to Minister Conger, 
but the officials refuse to make its 
contents public. There was an atmos- 
phere of acute suspense in thf state, 
war and navy departments through 
the early hours of today. 


It is generally recognized the cam- 


paign in China is rapidly approach- 
ing a critical stage. 


The latest news from the American 


forces, which inferentially included 
the forces of Great Britain, Japan 
and Russia, made it seem probable 
that the word "Pekin" might be 
flashed over the wires at any moment. 
The international 
advance guard, 


arguing from the progress it already 
has made, must be by this time close 
to the point on the road where China 
will elect to make her last stand in 
defense of her capital, unless at the 
last moment the government comes 
to the terms already laid down by 
the United States and tacitly agreed 
to by the other powers. The officials 
here 4re expecting 
one of the two 


things. 


Either a diplomatic backdown on 


the part of China, which will mean 
a few, days more of fencing and ne- 
gotiation before armed escort is ad- 
mitted to Pekin, or the report of the 
commanding general that he has 
encountered opposition at Ching- 
Hai-Wan or Tung Chow, two of the 
largest cities between Tien Tsin and 
Pekin. 


Either of these developments is re* 


garded as possible. 
On general 


principles this government looks for 
a backdown on the part of China, a 
slow, grudging compliance with our 
demands, hedged about with as much 
delay as the intricacies of oriental 
diplomacy can procure. 


At the same time if the rabid anti- 


foreign element is in control in Pe- 
kin, as all advices seem to indicate, 
it would not be very surprising if 
China relied on force to the last to 
check the advance of internationals. 


The Chinese minister was at the 


state department this morning and 
had a comparatively lengthy inter- 
view with Acting Secretaiy Adee. 
Both parties to the conference de- 
clared that there was nothing new 
to be said. This was before the Con- 
ger message arrived. 
At this early 


meeting the minister said he had 
no news from China and had trans- 
mitted nothing new to this depart- 
ment. 
At the same time it was 


strongly suspected that China had 
made some further tentative move as 
a final effort to test the administra- 
tion of the United States in the firm 
stand it has already taken. 


Secretary Boot said he had received 


nothing fresh from General Chaffee 
and had no reason to believe China 
had made any move toward peace. 
That the Chinese government had not 
replied to the American demand of 
Agust 9 makes it seem questionable 
whether she intends io do so. Even 
allowing for delays in transmission, 
there had 'been abundant time for 
the reply to be transmitted and its 
absence is causing some remark in 
the state department. It is regarded 
as possible that both Secretary 
Adee*s note of August 8 and the sub- 
sequent reply of the department to 
the Chinese edict announcing the ap- 
pointment of Xii Hung Chang as peace 
envoy may be now hung up in 
Shanghai, through fear <m the part of 
Li Hung Chang as to his own fate if 
such documents are forwarded to the 
imperial household*

Clarence Fryer was a gifted young 


man to whom a career of 
unusal 


promise was just opening, and his 
untimely death will be a profound 
shock not alone to relatives, but to a 
very wide circle of friends and ac- 
quaintances. For in this young man 
were happily combined those exem- 
plary qualities of mind, heart and 
character that won for 
him the 


warmest esteem of all 
who knew 


him. 
He was born at Avilla and was 


21 years of age July 3 last. Gradu- 
ating from the Fort Wayne High 
school in the class of 1897, he then 
entered the Indiana 
university at 


Blooming-ton and completed the four 
years7 course in three years, taking 
also a special course in mathematical 
and civil engineering, and graduat- 
ing in June last. 


Four weeks ago today, together 


with fifteen or twenty other young 
men from this city, Mr. Fryer left 
for Green River, Wyoming, where 
he had a lucrative position in con- 
nection with railroad 
construction,

And -this moves the Springfield Re- 
publican to expose its former anti- 
mperialistic ally by quoting two re- 
cent deliverances of this acrobatic 
statesman. 
Mr. Bryan's* pledge in 


s acceptance speech to immediately 


convene congress, in case he should 
be elected, with a view to declaring 
\ policy of independence to the Phil- 
ippines upon the establishment of a 
stable government, drew this com- 
ment from Senator Hoar: 


uHe says that if he is elected he 


shall c»ill an extra session at once 
and propose to congress to give up 
the Philippines to their own people. 
He is too intelligent not to know 
very well that this talk is the idlest 
and most ridiculous nonsense.'* 


Last April Mr* Hoar, in the senate, 


delivered himself as follows: 


"We are asked what we would do 


in this difficult emergency. It is a 
question not difficult to answer. I, 
for one, am ready to answer it: 


L I would declare now that we 


will not take these islands against 
their will. 


"3. I would reject a cession of sov- 


ereignty which implies that sover- 
eignty may be bought and sold and 
delivered without the consent of the 
people. 


"3. I would require all 
foreign 


governments to keep out of these 
islands. 


"4.-I would offer to the people of 


the Philippines our help in main- 
taining order until they have a rea- 
sonable opportunity to establish a 
government of their own. 


"5. I would aid them by advice, if 


they desire it, to set up a free and 
independent government. 


"6. I would invite all the great 


powers of Europe to unite in an 
agreement that that 
independence 


shall not be interfered with by us, 
by themselves, or by any one of them 
without the consent of the others. 


"7. I would declare that the Uni- 


ted States will enforce the same doc- 
trine, as applicable to the Philip- 
pines, that we declared as to Mexi- 
co and Haiti and the South American 
republics. 


"8. I would then, in the not dis- 


tant future, leave them to work out 
their own salvation, as every nation 
on earth, from the beginning of time, 
has wrought out its own salvation. 


I would strike out of your leg- 


islation the oath of allegiance to us 
and substitute an oath of allegiance 
to their own country." 


The essential difference between 


what Mr. Bryan and the democratic 
platform propose and what Senator 
Hoar proposes in the words quoted in 
the foregoing will be difficult to find. 
But the difference between what Sen- 
ator Hoar himself proposed and what 
he thinks of what Mr. Bryan pro- 
poses will probably be found in the 
fact that Senator Hoar has a cam- 
paign for re-election to the United 
States senate on hand this fall.
